MUTINEER is KILLED. 


Uprising in Cuba More Serious Than 
Gomez's Government Will Admit, 
Rumor. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

HAVANA, March 11.—The outbreak 
reported from Vueltas, in Santa Clara 
province, bas scored its first fatality. 
Lavastida, a former captain of the 
rural guard, was shot and killed after 
being arrested on the charge of com- 
plicity in the insurrectionary move- 
ment. 

It is rumored that the uprising is 
much worse than the authorities are 
willing to admit. Secretary of Gov- 
ernment Alberdi and Gen. Machado to- 
day conferred with President Gomez. 
Later a Cabinet meeting was called. 
President Gomes is in receipt of many 
telegrams pledging loyalty and active 
support in the maintenance of the re- 
public, 

It is declared that Gen. Pino Guer- 
ra, commander of the permanent army, 
left Havana thie morning for the 
scene of the disturbance. Up to 
present time, however, no orders 
been issued to the regular troops. 
When the Cabinet meeting broke up, 
the announcement was made that the 
government was without further ad- 
vices from the vicinity of Vueltas, ex- 
cept that the eight men who started 
the movement there are surrounded by 
a cordon of 1000 rurales guards and 


that they undoubtedly soon would be 
captured.

ACRAMENTO, March 17.—({Baclu- 
sive Disratch.] A bin save the 
Owens River bonds from any ques- 
tion of legality that might arise in 
the contention over the Mayoralty of 
Los Angeles was introduced in the 


Stanton. 

Assemblyman Transue in explaining 
the bill said: 

“A peculiar condition exists in Los 
Angeles, owing to the resignation of 
its Mayor. We have issued bonds for 
9 $23,000,000 for a water supply system 
and these bonds, now being issued in 
tlecks at intervals of a month, must 
all be signed by the Mayor of the 
city. In order to insure our bonds 
against any possible question as to 
their validity an amendment to the 
bond law of the State is necessary.” 

Stanton’s bill provides that munici- 
pal bonds shall be signed by the ex- 
ecutive officer of the municipality is- 
suing the bonds or by any city official 
to whom such duty is assigned by a 
two-thirds vote of the legislative body 
of the municipality. Another new 
paragraph validates bonds signed by 
an official who resigns before the 
‘bonds bearing his signature are de- 
livered. 

The bill was sent to the State 
printer with a rush order and was 
made a special order for tomorrow 
morning, at which time the Consti- 
tution will be suspended in order that 
it may be read the second and third 
times and promptly passed. Tt will 
reach the Senate before noon, and 
may pass the upper house before the 
day ends.

New Schedules Make Reductions in 


Important Items 


of Raw Material, 


but Adds to Some Luxuries, ~ Pro- 
vides For Inheritance Tax. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


ASHINGTON, March 17.—Down- 
ward revision, maximum and 
minimum provisions, which im- 
pose an average maximum duty 
20 per cent. in excess of the present 


tarifm, and numerous provisions by 


Which it is estimated that the revenue 
to the government will be increased 
from $40,000,000 to $50,000,000, are the 
Salient features of the new tariff bill, 
Which was introduced in the House 
today by Representative Sereno F. 
Payne, chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

The recommendations made by Pres- 
Went Taft, that an inheritance tax be 
provided, and that a limited amount 
of tobacco and sugar be admitted free 
from the llippines are included in 
the bill. The measure also provides 
for the issuance of Panama Canal 
Bonds to the amount of $40,000,000, to 
reimburse the treasury for the original 
purchase of the canal, and reénacts 


the provisions for the isse of the 


. treasury certificates, the amount be- 
ine Increased from $100,000,000 to $250,- 


While there is no duty imposed upon 
toffee, tea is taxed & cents when im-

than the«producing country. 

The internal revenue tax on ciga- 
rettes is materially increased, while the 
tax on beer and whisky is undis- 
turbed. A cut of 50 per cent. is made 
in th. steel and iumber schedules, and 
fron ore, hides,, tallow, cottonseed oil 
and works of art more than 20 years 
old are placed on the free list. 

The tariff on boots and shoes is re- 
G@uced 40 per cent., and on other leath- 
er goods in proportion. The pottery 
scheaule remains about the same, but 
the duties on window and plate glass 
of the smaiier uh are increased, 
While the duties on the larger sizes 
are reduced. 

The tariff on wool of the first and 
second class, used in clothing princi- 


pally. is not disturbed, but on wool/ per 


of the third class, known as carpet 
wool, it is reduced. 4 5-cent 
reduction is made .in the duties 
on shoddy and waste white wool 
tops are assessed 6 cents a pound 
more than the duty op scoured wool, 
Which is unchanged. "The recommenda- 
tions for placing w pulp on the 
free list and ‘reducing the duties on 
print paper, with certain restrictions 
made by the Mann Committee of the 
House. are incorporated in the bill. 
SUGAR AND STARCH REDUCED. 

The duty on refined sugar is reduced 
four-one-hundredths of a cent a pound 
and on dextrin a half cent a pound. A 
reduction of % cent a pound is also 
made in the duty on starch, with the 
exception of potato starch. Zinc in 
ore is assessed 1 cent per pound for 
the zinc contained. The tariff on pig 
fron is reduced from $4 to $2.50 per 
ton.

AS was expected, the new tariff bill 
ie made on a maximum and minimum 
basis, with the provision that the max- 
imum rates are not to go into effect 
until sixty days after the passage of 
the bill. The reciprocity provisions 
are contained in the paragraphs as- 
. sessing duties on bituminous coal and 

coke and agricultural implements by 
which these articles are given entry 

free of duty when imported from coun- 
tries which permit the free 
tation of these articles from America. 

The inheritance tax provision of the 

bill is similar to the New York State 

law. It provides a tax of 5 per cent. 
on all inheritances over $500, that are 
collateral inheritances, or in which 
strangers are the legatees. In cases of 
direct itmberitance taxes pre- 
scribed are:

It is 
estimated that $20,000,000 annually will 
be Gerived from this tax. 

4CREEMENTS ELIMINATED. 

Tee maximum and minimum provi- 
sions of the bill do away with the ne- 
cessity’ of continuing the foreign trade 
agreements. The abrogation of these 
ia provided for in a section which au- 
thoriges the President to issue notices 
of thé termination of these agree- 
ments within ten days after the bill 
goes into effect. The French agree- 
“pent would therefore terminate im- 
mediately, while the German agree- 
mnt would remain in force for six 
months. 

A provision of the bill is designed to 
meet the conditions resulting from the 
patent laws of Great Britain which 
require that patentees must manu- 
facture their drticles within Great 
Britain. This provision applies the 
same rules to patents taken out in this 
country by aliens as applied to Amer- 
ans in the country of the aliens. 

Drawback privileges are extended by 
the bill and the method of valuation on 
articles upop which the tariff imposes 
an ad valorem duty is broadened for 
the purpose-of preventing the practice 
of undervaluation. 

PAYNE'S ADDRESS. 

Representative Sereno K. Payne, 
chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, in introducing the 
tariff bill, gave out the following 
statement: 

“One problem that confronted the 
committee was the question of reve 
nue. All business of commercial] na- 
tions has been decreased for nearly 
two years, and thus has affected our 
commerce and greatly reduced our 
revenues so that we have a large 
deficit, but the revenues under the 
present law are improving from month 
to month. as business conditions are 
becoming better. 

“The last normal year of imports 
was the fiscal year ending June 30. 
1906: 1907 was an unususily prosper- 
ous vear and the revenues from cus- 
toms exceeded those of 186 by

006,000. 

“The committee has, therefore, tak- 
en the year 1906 as the basis to form 
their estimate of the revenue-produc- 
ing quality of the new bill. Should 
the next fixcal year prove prosperous 
and the normal conditions of 1906 re- 
turn. on account of the large in- 
crease of population, the revenues for

INCREASE IN LUKURIES. 

The statement gives the rates in the 
present law, the Dingley tariff, and 
shows the changes that the Payne bil:

“Duties on the following articles 
have been increased because the com- 
mittee found that there was not suf- 
ficient protection under the present 
law,” continued Mr. Payne. “Coal-tar 
dyes or colors, now bearing a duty of 
80 per centum, to 35 percentum ad va- 
lorem; zinc in ore, now brought in at 
20 percentum ad valorem, to 1 cent per 
pound for the zinc contents contained 
therein.

“Figs, from 2 cents to 2% cents per 
pound. 

“Lemons, from 1 cent to 1\% cents 
per pound.

Increases in the cotton schedule are:

CHANGE IN PAPER. 

Changes in the paper schedule, which 
Include those recommended by the epe- 
cial committee on wood pulp and print 
paper investigation, are: 

“Surface-coated papers, covered with 
metal, from 3 cents and 20 percentum 
to 5 cents and 20 percentum ad va- 
lorem; other surface-coated paper, 
from 2% cents per pound and 15 per- 
cent um ad valorem, to & cents per 
pound.

one-tenth of one cent per pound, valued 
not above 2% cents a pound, from four- 
tenths to two-tenths of 1 cent per 
pound.“ 

CHEMICAL REDUCTIONS. 

The reductions in duty are much 
more numerous than the increases. In 
the schedules on chemicals, oils and 
paints, they are:

RAILROAD INTERESTS. 


A. B. Stickney, receiver of the Chi- 
cago Great Western Railroad, makes 
the statement that the railroads of 
the country are paying as much mon- 
ey to shippers in the form of rebates 
as at any previous time in the coun- 
try’s history. rebates are not 
paid directly, but indirectly, in the 
form of claims for damages ana de- 
lays and for the announcement of in- 
correct rates. This information is 
said by the Washington correspondent 
of the Minneapolis Journal to have 
been given to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and by it carried to 
President Taft. Members of the two 
houses of Congress have been advised 
of the situation by President Stickney, 
who says that he has for months been 
at work getting hold of the real facts, 
and that he now has them in hand.

It is also claimed that 
it will lessen the work of the con- 
ductor and will minimize mistakes.

Island. The plans for the new leco- 
motives will represent the latest and 
most modern electric locomotive con- 
struction with features peculiarly 
adapted for the work to be placed 
upon them. 


George EK. Bartol, president of the 
Philadelphia Bourse, asserts that an 
extensive canal system is needed to 
relieve the railroads of the burden 
of the heavy freight traffic they are 
at present compelled to assume.

make no serious protest again 
immediate reporting of the bill. 
LENGTH OF DEBATE PROBLEM. 

No announcement as to the length 
of the debate has been made dnd Mr. 
Payne has been quite wary on this 
point. The Dingley bill was discussed 
in the House for only ten days and of 
that time four days were devoted to 
general debate. 

The Democrats still remember that 
under the regulations coneerning 
amendments they found no opportu- 
nity to forcé test votes on particular 
schedules. Under a special rule, 
adopted for the purpose, the commit- 
tee could present amendments at any 
time, but individual members could 
only suggest changes in the schedules 
under consideration. As the entire six 
days were devoted to the first sched- 
ules dealing with chemicals and drugs, 
they found very little opportunity to 
make effective suggestions. The Dem- 
ocrats will probably resist such a rule 
for considering the present bill. 

DINGLEY ANNIVERSARY. 

Whether there will be any rule reg- 
ulating the consideration of the Payne 
bill remains to be seen. It is Mr. 
Payne's purpose to begin the general 
debate before asking to have a rule 
brought in, and whether any will be 
ordered probably will depend on cir- 
cumstances. He expects also to give 
somewhat more time for the consider- 
ation of the bill by the House than 
was given to the Dingley measure. It 
is recalled that the 
Dingley bill was begun March 22, 
twelve years ago, the same day of 
the same month on which the general 
discussion of the Payne bill begins. 

On the former occasion all discus- 
sion ended and a vote was taken, 
March 31. Under present conditions, 
Mr. Payne says it would be desirable 
to give more time, but he declines to 
say how much more. 

ALDRICH ACTIVE. 

Senator Aldrich, chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Fimance, which 
will deal with the bill in the Senate, 
announced that he would call a meet- 
ing of the Republican members of the 
committee for tomorrow with the idea 
of considering the House measure im- 
mediately. The Finance Committee 
suffered seriously from the defeats of 
the recent election and as a conse- 
quence the Republican membership 
numbers only four Senators. They 
are Messrs. Aldrich of Rhode Island, 
Burrows of Michigan, Penrose of 
Pennsylvania, and Hale of Maine. 

Mr. Aldrich says, however, that they 
can take up the bill as a subcommit- 
tee. As soon as the Republican va- 
cancles are filled the new members 
will be invited in and consideration of 
the measure will proceed. 

Mr. Aldrich declared he had not 
looked at the House bili and declined 
to comment upon it! It is known, 
however, that many Senators serious- 
ly object to the changes from the 
present law and hope is expressed 
that the bill will be materially amend- 
ed before it leaves the Senate. 

HALE OBJECTS. 

Senator Hale, chairman of the Re- 
publican caucus, its those who 
find the bill objectionable.

NEW DRAWBACK. 

One of the most significant features 
of the Payne bill is the new drawback 
provision. It extends this privilege 40 
that an American manufacturer need 
not une the material which he has im- 
ported in order to secure the refund of 
the duties which he has paid on his 
material. If be uses the materials 
produced in this count In equal 
amount with the mate he has im- 
ported he will be entitied to the draw- 
back benefits, provided the domestic 
materials are of equal productive 
manufacture quality and value. 

The legal déduction of 1 per cent. 
on the drawback is provided but the 
exportation upon which the manufac- 
turer proposes to collect the draw- 
back must be made within three 
years after the importation of the for- 
eign material used or checked again. 


The privileges of the drawback sec- 
tion are applied to materials used in 
the construction and equipment of 
vessels bullt for a foreign government 
or foreign trade. 
Petroleum is retained on the 
list and the countervailing duty pro- 
vision is retained, 
INHERITANCE TAX. 


The inheritance tax provision en- 
empts from taxation any property be- 
queathed to any religious. educational 
charitable, benevolent, hospital or in 
firmary corporation. 

Personal property, other than 
money or securities, bequeathed to a 
corporation or association organized 
exclusively for the moral or mental 
improvement of men or women or for 
scientific, patriotic or similar pur- 
poses is made exempt from the tax. 
A discount of 5 per cent. is provided 
for if the tax is paid within six 
months from the time it is aue. In- 
terest will be charged and collected 
at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum 
if the tax is not paid within eighteen 
months from the time it is accorded. 
If any estate is tied up in necessa 
litigation 6 per cent. will be char 5 

A special agent to conduct investi- 
gations to secure the efficient enforce- 
ment of the inheritance tax is pro- 
vided for at a salary of $3u.0 a year. 

In order to prevent the confusion 
attending the enforcement of the 
Dingley bill on the day on which it 
became a law, the Payne bil! will not 
take effect until the day after it is 
enacted. One of the new provisions in 
the bill extends to the vessels of war 
of any nation in ports o: the United 
States the privilege of purchasing 
supplies from public warehouses free 
of duty when such countries give like 
privileges to American warships.

STOLE CLIENT, 
SAYS LAWYER. 


Accuses Central Office Men of 
Kidnaping Prisoner. 


Declares He Was Fooled by 
Detective Sergeant. 


Turn Over Race Horse Man 
to Chicago Police. 


Charges that Central Station police r 


connived with Chicago officers in an 
Official kidnaping of Dennis J. Lynch, 
wanted in Chicago, for alleged com- 
plicity in a confidence game, so that 
Lynch could be removed from the 
jurisdiction of California courts and 
could not be freed by habeas corpus 
proceedings, were made last night by 
Attorney Milton K. Young. 

Lynch, who is owne; and trainer of 
the Henderson stable now at Santa 
Anita, was arrested by Detective Bert 
Cowan Monday night at the Hotel 
Chickasaw, No. 626 South Hill street, 
where be was stopping with his wife 
and son. 

Police officials stated at the time 
that Lynch was wanted in Chicago, 
the charge against him being that he 
had accepted $3800 in payment for «4 
horse, but that the animal was never 
delivered. Detective Sergt. Kelly at 
the time said an officer from Chicago 
was on the way from the Windy City 
to take Lynch inte custody, but would 
not say whether requisition and ex- 
tradition papers had been granted. 

BONDSMEN REFUSED. 

Detective McCauliffe appeared At 
the Police Station early Tuesday 
morning for the prisoner, and Lynch 
was turned to him. A short 
time before that Lynch's son had 
called on his father, and had been i- 
structed to procure an attorney and 
bondsmen. The son engaged Young 
das counsel, and asked John Brink to 
go on his father’s bond. Brink con- 
sented. Later it was revealed that 
Lynch had asked the police to send 
for an attorney and bondsmen for 
him, but that they had refused. 

As soon a Young was engaged he 
went before Judge James in Superior 
Court and obtained a writ of habeas 
corpus, on the ground that Lynch was 
not a fugitive. When he arrived at 
the Central Police Station, where he 
hurried to notify the officials that he 
had obtained a writ, Young was no- 
tified that his client had already 


gone. 

In answer to questions put to De- 
tectives Sergt. Moffitt and Bert 
Cowan, who arrested Lynch, Young 
was informed that the prisoner had 
been turned over to Chicago officers, 
and was already on his way East.

Says Harriman, and Doctor De- 
clares His Health Fine—Harriman 
Outlines His Policy of Railroad Co- 
operation and Consolidation—A Re 
markable Interview. — 


K. H. Harriman forcefully outlined 
his policy of the cotperation and con- 
solidation of railroads, in an interview 
at the Raymond yesterday. 

He discussed at length the iegisia 
tion of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and did not hesitate to say 
Roosevelt carried the agitation 
too far, inferring that the ex-President 
was largely responsible for the streined 
financial conditions of 1907. — 

His initial remarks were a predic- 
tion of the remarkable development 
which he believes is to come to the 
West Coast of Mexico, where he is 
building 1800 miles of raiiroad. 

Nothing was said by him in accord 
with a rumor current last night that 
he is to retire on account of i)l-health. 
Much was said by him opposed to such 
an idea. 

The interview took place at 5 o'clock 
in front of the Raymond cottage.

In his remarks the railroad magnate 
was slow and deliberate, often waiting 
several seconds before speaking the 
exact word desired by him.

MEXICAN OPPORTUNITIES. 

Asked to talk on Mexico, Mr. Har- 
rinan said: 

“Now I am up against it, as I have 
not had much time to think about 
Mexico, so many other things have 
come up. The conditiong in that part 
of Mexico through which we are now 
building are in many respects similar 
to those existing in certain parts of 
Southern California. The oil and wa- 
ter in this part of the country are al! 
right, and it is the same in that part 
of Mexico. There is therefore no use 
in worrying ourselves about that. In 
another interview some days ago, I 
rather got the impression that we 
should look up our maps on that sec- 
tion and I aa glad to see that you 
have one with you. It looks to me as 
though that were a good map. I had 
a blue-prin¢ of that section but it does 
not seem to be at hand just now. 

“On our recent trip down into So- 
nora we went about twenty miles 
south of Mazatian. Do you see all 
those rivers we crossed They come 
rushing down in the rainy season and 
during the summer season they be- 
come Gry, just as the rivers in this 
part of the country do. The deltas 
of these rivers have formed the richest 
kind of land, similar to that formed 
by the Colorado River in the Imperial 
Valley. All the land needs is water.

State 
shaped perhaps the most effective policy in aiding 
the California delegations to get what they wanted. 
By presenting a united front for thoroughly

CARNEGIE’S ALLIANCE. 
Andrew Carnegie, whether he is talking t 
‘the Ways and Means Committee of the House of 
Representatives wing the absence of any neces- 
sity for tariff p ion on steel (now that he has 
made many millions by this wise policy of our 
government) or he is talking before a peace com- 
mission, is generally interesting, and not infre- 
quently, as the late Josh Billings used to say, “an 
amusin’ cuss.” Mr. Carnegie’s most recent attempt 
at telling the world how to wag was a pronosition 
for an alliance between the United States and Great 
Britain for mutual protection and warding off war. 
Mr. Carnegie’s suggestion was that we guarantee 
to protect the eastern (Atlantic) coast of the Brit- 
ish dominions by our fleet, England to ey 
us by guaranteeing to protect our western (Pacific) 
coasts by her fleets. 

How plausible it looks to a man who talks in a 
wholesale way, as Mr. Carnegie generally does, 
despising the slow and tedious methods of analysis 
and the study of detail! 2 
It occurs to one glancing along the map that the 
bargain would be an exceedingly good one for 
America. We would have very little coast to guard 
on behalf of Great Britain, a little strip around 
from the Bay of Fundy on the coast of Labrador. 
If an invading army were to land at the North 
Pole or even down at Hudson's Bay they might be 
allowed free course and not be glorified. In lieu of 
this, Great Britain would hardly consent to protect 
our Pacific Coast from San Diego Bay to Behring 
Strait. 

Abandoning the map and looking back to recent 
history, another rather formidable difficulty in the 
way. of such a defensive treaty between our coun- 
try and Great Britain is found in the pages upon 
which the ink is not quite dry yet. There already 
exists a treaty between Great Britain and Japan 
for mutual military codperation in case the Amer- 
ican coasts in the British dominions should be 
attacked, or the islands of Japan on the other side. 
Mr. Carnegie’s proposal was prophetic rather than 
practical, as Great Britain would scarcely listen to 
our proposals for the next half-dozen years, when 
the Japanese entente shall come to an end. Mr. 
Carnegie is as disdainful of history as he is of 
geography. 

of — the great steel king may know t 
there is a difference of opinion between his sxcel- 
lent self and a gentleman of former days known 
to fame as Gen. Washington. This gentleman was 


the part of the American people. He certainly 
rendered greater service to his country than has 
“Andy,” and got less for it than Mr. Carnegie has 
got. There may be an explanation of this di- 
vergence of opinion between the Revolutionary hero 
and the Laird of Skibo. The former was a real 
American and the latter is only an adopted son of 
the republic. He may be as disdainful of Ameri-. 
can traditions as he is of geographical coast line 
or the history of treaties. Gen. Washington's ad- 
vice to his countrymen was to keep out of “en- 
tangling alliances.” Mr. Carnegie’s is to tangle 
up our alliances to our heart’s content and let the 
future take care of itself. 

After all, it will be better for nations to act upon 
their own initiative and depend upon their own re- 
sources and skill rather than to go into partner- 
ship with other nations. Wicked partners in ordi- 
nary business are very troublesome. A wicked part- 


stemming the tide, we became concerned for the 
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past. If we are protecting our own 
will fire the hearts of our men 
warmly than if they are simply 
rding the territory of an ally, once an enemy 
possibly to be such again. If our coasts are 
to be protected by a lukewarm ally not overbur- 
dened with zeal for America’s safety, progress and 
well-being, the protection may not be so very effi- 
cient. 

But Mr. Camtlegie always has a way of discuss- 
ing a question in an offhand, magnificent and mag- 
niloquent way. His disdain of facts, of analysis 
and of detail is marvelous in a man whose 
in life has been so wonderful. 


THE LOCAL MONEY MARKET. 

There is a little complaint heard from a few 
real estate operators because they find difficulty in 
obtaining all the money they desire in their busi- 
ness. The complaint is founded on fact, and prob- 
ably the fact will remain and the complaint con- 
tinue. As a matter of fact, there is no difficulty 
in getting money for purposes which commend 
themselves to the judgment of the money-lenders. 
It is a firmly fixed policy on the part of the con- 
servative bankers of the city not to encourage deals 
that are not absolutely conservative. The opinion 
is a fixed one that we were overspeculating two 
years ago and that this overspeculation was the 
main persisting reason for the difficulties we en- 
countered a year and a haif ago. The policy of 
overspeculation will not be encouraged by the sup- 
stantial business interests of Los Angeles. 

There is abundance of money in the city for all 
legitimate purposes, mercantile and improvement. 
Merchants who can show their bankers that they 
have a need of money in their regular business 
transactions, that the money will be used in a safe 
way, are accommodated without question or delay 
at a 6-per-cent. rate. Dealers in real estate who 
can make the same satisfactory showing obtain 
money at from 5% to 8 per cent. 

An analysis of the business done in mortgages 
Tuesday, March 16, shows eighty-two instruments 


‘to secure money by a pledge of real estate put on 


record. The total amount of money raised by these 
mortgages amounted to a little over $422,000. One 
mortgage was for about two-thirds of the total 
sum, namely $275,000. This left for the other 
eighty-one mortgages about $147,000. Banks were 
the creditors in quite a number of these, and the 
regular bank rate was 10 per cent. gross or 7 per 
cent. net. If there was a single one in which 8 
per cent. net was charged it was for a very small 
sum. and on distant, undesirable property. The 
large sum in the one mortgage was loaned by 
foreign insurance company and the net rate was 
5% per cent. 

In numerous instances where the creditor was a 
private individual a net rate of 8 per cent. was 
exacted; but even private capitalists generally lend 
money where the security is satisfactory at 7 per 
cent. det. 

The number of mortgages going on record runs 
about as on Tuesday, perhaps that showing a max- 
imum number. The gross amount daily, leaving out 
the one great sum in this day's transactions, will 
be found to be from $150,000 to $175,000. 

We do not believe the complaint of those who do 
not receive all the accommodation they ask for is 
well founded or wise. Those 1 estate 
transactions are legitimately conservative what 
they desire, and those who are denied come to their 
bankers with propositions which smack a little too 
strongly ef speculation. The more solid the basis 
on which the business is done the longer the busi- 
ness will continue solid and the better it will be“ 
in the end. 


HAT CONSTITUTES A GOOD ROAD? 
The answer to the inquiry in the headline 
will depend upon the use to which the road is to be 
put. In a sparsely peopled district with little traffic 
a natural soil highway kept in fair repair may an- 
swer moderately well for all purposes. In Califor- 
nia in the old days the natural road that never had 
a plow or a shove! put to it was a good road for 
the demands made on it. Ages had packed the soil 
to a consistency moderately near that of a rock. 
By occasionally filling the “chuck-holes” the road 
was kept in pretty good repair. Of course when a 
low, level stretch of country was met, particularly 
if the soil were sandy, the road was very heavy. In 
old times here in California we used to repair these 
roads by strewing a thick bed 6f straw from the 
tail end of the thresher upon the road bed, and it 
answered pretty well. 
But the good road of these modern days cannot 
be the natural trail over the mesa made simply by 
the wheels of vehicles, or the natural soil road, no

matter how skillfully crowned: up and how care- 


| fully kept. The population of the country, the 


necessary traffic, the presence of the automobile in 
thousands, all call for a different type of road. 


The question is whether the road shall be of 
macadam, of some preparation and application of 
asphalt, or of brick. Of course the asphalt must 
have a concrete base if it is to be put to heavy use. 
The macadam road will doubtless answer pretty 
well if the traffic is not very great, touring cars do 
not with frequency, and the population is not 
dense. ‘But where these conditions do exist, their 
presence demands generally a better road than the 
macadam. We have beford us a little pamphlet 
published, to be candid, in the interest of the brick 
road—which certainly makes an excellent plea for 
that type of highway where traffic is very great. 

brochure is illustrated by a number of cuts 
showing roads in course of construction and others 
which have been down for as long a period as 


eighteen years. These roads are all in Cuyahoga 


county, Ohio. 

We are all interested in road-making just now. 
The general formula for making brick roads is to 
lay down a broken-stone foundation with a cement 
filler and crown this with paving brick. One type 
given is a roadway eight to ten feet broad. This 
has a two-inch sand cushion with four to six inches 
of concrete, or six inches of gravel or broken-stone 
foundation. There is a concrete, stone or vitrified 
clay curb and the road is paralleled by an eight to 
ten-foot dirt roadway. Some of the roads pictured 
have been down from one to eighteen years and 
show a surface as smooth as a polished floor. 


Type No. 2 is of the same width of good roadway 
with the same two inches of sand cushion, four to 
six inches of concrete or six inches of gravel or 
broken-stone foundation. There is a concrete, stone 
or vitrified clay curb with a strip four feet wide of 
compacted gravel or stone, adjacent to each curb. 
Of course the crown in ail cases is vitrified brick. 

The third and best type portrayed represents > 
fourteen to eighteen-foot vitrified brick roadway on 
a two-inch sand cushion, under which are four to 
six inches of concrete, or six inches of grave! er 
broken stone, with a stone or concrete curb. 


The roads ref2rred to range all the way from a 
fraction of a mile to nearly ten miles in length, and, 
as said, have been in existence from a year to 
eighteen years. They are in a very densely peop'ed 
district of country, and the pamphlet states that 
they are used by 3000 to 5000 teams a day. The 
claim is made that these roads are growing more 
perfect as they grow older. 

Many things will arise for study and considera- 
tion in the making of these roads. As we wid 
above, the amount and nature of the traffic will be 
one of the prime considerations. The cost of con- 
struction and maintenance will be another. There 
will be a great disposition to make each $100 go 
as. far as possible. We must not be governed too 
much by this single consideration. It must be 
taken in connection with the after maintenance of 
the road. If we build 100 miles of road fairly 
serviceable for a year and have practically to re- 
construc’ it at the end of twelve months, or even 
twice or three times that period, the money will not 
be well spent. Here are the three principal facto.s 
in working out the problem: The amount and na- 
ture of the traffic, the cast of construction, and that 
ef maintenance. If the traffic is not very frequent 
nor very heavy, a road less expensive than vitrified 
Lrick according to the types given above will answer 
fairly well. But when it comes to a street through 
a populous city like Los Angeles, or a highway con- 
necting such a city with another of considerable 
population, like Pasadena, or when we consider a 
highway such as that which is to connect the city 
of Los Angeles with the wharves at the new harbor 
at San Pedro, the great cost will have to be met 
sooner or later. We may lay down a temporary 
road which will Yast for a year or two, but it will 
not be a cheap road. It will have to be some kind 
of highway with concrete base and plenty of cement.

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His son had asked for sug- 
gestions. * Harriman read a letter of 
suggestions which was sent on. In 
large measure it was a summary of 
his policies. 

“Do you ever talk about yourself, 
Mr. Harriman?” 

“I do not have time to think about 
myself. [ am just beginning to realize 
that there is a possible hereafter. I 
do not know that I want to say just 
that, though. I am pretty busy and 
the doctors are beginning to advise me 
that it is time to give more thought to 
my personal well being.

EXPLAINS INAUGURATION STORM 


A. B. Wollaber of the local weather 
bureau has received the following cir- 
cular from Willis L. Moore, chief of 
‘the service: “The hundreds of press 
clippings that have been received 
since March 4, containing adverse 
criticisms of the bureau, seem to call 
for a statement. Forecasts of the 
Weather Bureau are before the public 
every day in the year In the past 
about one prediction out of each ten 
failed to be verified, and it may be 
expected that the same ratio of fail- 
ure will be maintained until meterol- 
ogy can be made, what it is not now, 
an exact eecience. In the case of the 
storm that visited Washington on the 
4th of March, last, the fact is that 
the disturWance began here on the 
morning of the 3rd. and was accurately 
forecast the day before. The bureau 
anticipated that the storm center 
would pass over the Middle Atlantic 
States during the night of the ard, 
and that northwest winds and falling 
temperatures would leave a clear day 
for the 4th. The center. passed pre- 
cisely as forecast, the wind shifted 
ani the temperature fell, but instead 
of the northwest wind clearing the 
skv as it does in nearly all cases, pre- 
cioitation in the form of snow oc- 
curred end continued for twetve hours 
after the storm center had passed 
eastward. No forecaster could fore- 
sec this.“
